AUSTRIAN LOSSES 109,000. 


Petrograd Makes Estimate of Casual- 
ties of Dual Monarchy. 


PETROGRAD, Russia, Dec. 1.— 
On the basis of reports received in 
Petrograd from Hungary it is stated 
here to-day that the Austro-Hungar- 
fan casualties to date amount to 19,- 
900 officers and 90,000 men. 

Six hundred prisoners, seven guns, 
and many wounded fell into Russian 
hands in yeaterday’s fighting to the 
west of Lowicz, where the Russians 
took ten miles of German trenches 
between Glovno and Sobota, accord- 
ing to information recelved yesterday 
through thrustworthy sources, 

It {a vemi-officially announced that 
the Germans have recetved reinforce- 
ments in the shape of two infantry 
divisions and one cavalry division. 

The occupation of Glovno, Bellavy, 
and Sobota straightens and strength- 
ens the’ Russian right wing, which al- 
ready is sald to have widely outflank- 
ed the German left, bringing the Rus- 
sian right from 20 to 25 miles in its 
advance on Strykow, where a battle 
now fs raging, and puts the German 
centre under an attack from Glovno 
and Lods.

Aged Itatlan Chevalier Looke Back on 
Lifetime of War 








There are not many people who can 
boast that they have fought in three 
wars against the Germans, but that Is 
the proud boast of the Chevallier Laigi 
Ricet, the famous Garibaldian; and at 
the headquarters of his Foreign Le 
gion In London he talked to a repre- 
sentative of “Anawers” of his long Iifo, 

The chevalier has, for the last forty- 
four years, lived entirely In England, 
and is the leader of the Italian colony 
fn London. He Is now contemplating 
the publication of his. memoirs, while 
his son, aged twenty-three, is fight 
fng the Germans as a senior wireless 
operator. 

Besides being an intrepid warrior 
this gallant old gentleman is also a 
great scholar, and founded the Dante 
Boclety for the study of that poet; 
he 1s also a member of the governing 
body of the City Polytechnio and 
@ Professor at the University of Lon- 
don. Since by his extreme age he 
fa unable to take up arms, be started 
the formation of the King’s Foreign 
Legion. 

“I suppose my life has been un- 
usually fall,” sald the veteran. “At 
the time of the Itallan War for Inde- 
pendence I was at the Royal Military 
college, which I left in order to raise 
and equip a corps of Guides. That 
was in 1866, and I then~numbered 
among my friends Garibaldi, Mazrini, 
and our great national poet, Cardoec!l, 
who was my tutor. 

“In 1870, during the FrancoGerman 
War, I was at Parts. I went through 
the siege and served as captain in 
the 238th Battalllon de Guerre. 1 was 
wounded at the battle of Le Bourget, 
and my name was mentioned In de 
spatches. 

“After the alege I came to London, 
where I have been ever since, It is 
the city that I love, in the land that 
I love next to Italy. It is because I 
love it, and because I have learned 
to hate Prussianism in every form, 
that I resolved to form my Foreign 
Legion. j 

“Bo great was the res eo from 
all the foreign colo in London 
that we had to close our acceptances, 
having raised the full complement of 
8,000 men and 200 officers. We have 
Russisos, Poles, Armenians, Italians, 
Servians, Americans, Colonials; and 
Brittshers in this company. In one 
week, from the day on which I ap 
proached the War Office, I was able 
to offer them these 3,000, and another 
British Legion, formed in France, of, 
at the very least, 500 men.”

All Ger- 
mate,he added, Woujd jook back with 
pride to the year 3914. 

Fipvally Wilhe returned to the 
north of Fr and took active 
chargo froma safa distance, of the 
fight for the coast. He was present 
alagreat parade nine days ago, and 
he is still making a motor car tour 
behind the German lincs, telling of- 
flecra ‘and men that God and the Fa- 
therland demand that, Calais must_be 
taken at any price It is stated thar 
it was owing to his jnitinative that 
large reinforcements Were rushed out 
of Germany.

the battle line. The Germans have 
anticipated ‘the’ concerted (forward 
movement of the allies by making a 
spirited attack th ves, The allies 
have not been taken by surprise; 
mever was an army more ready to de- 
fend itself. The allies are now in a 
position to bide their time, and the 
new voffenstre will probably 
not cause to change their well- 
matured plans. The new German at- 
tack so far has met with ho success. 
Tt hag'to extend more or less alo 
the whole line, bot has concentrated 
principally to the north of Ypres and 
on towards: Dixmude: ' Fighting. has 
been most! severe here; but all at- 
tacks have been successfully repulsed. 
In’the dark*hours before dawn yes- 
terday morning a large force of Ger- 
mans crossed the flood waters of the 
Yser by means of big broad rafts. The 
venture was a ‘desperate ono; for not 
a man who set ont on it could have 
been ignorant ofthe fact that death 
was almest certainly awaiting him. 
The rafts were punted through the. 
shallow waters’in dead allence and in 
utter darkness. ‘Each ‘carried about 
fifty or sixty men, and some mitrail- 
Jeuses in preparation for the dawn. 
A further fleet of rafts drawn by 
motor-boats was waiting on the Ger- 


1] man side’of the muddy waters. 


But before dawn came the plot was 
discovered, and when daybreak did 
arrive the artillery of the'allies met 
the advancing Germans with devas- 
tating ‘effect.’ Yet tn spite’ of thelr 
Josses these Germans, brave oren'to 
matttes, atill essayed the crossing. 
They were partially covered by the 
heavy cannonade of their field artil- 
lery and until midday still persisted 
fn their plan. Several rafts were upset 
in midstream by the fire of’ the 
French guns, and great numbers of 
Germans were drowned as well as 
shot. Once again the Yser claimed 
heavy toll; once again German blood 
stained its waters crimson. The at- 
tack eventually ceased after the Ger- 
mans bad suffered immense losses in 
men and mitrallleuses, but the artil- 
lery kept up a determined bombard- 


ment of the allied positions, meeting | 


with a vigorous, well-directed reply. 

Tho following official statement 
was issued by the French War Office 
last night:— . 2 
* “The only interesting news relates 
to our right wing and to the day of 
Dec. 2. ,On the right bank of the 
River Moselle we have occupled Les- 
menils and the Signal of Xon. 

“In the Vosges our troops have 
captured the Tete-De-Fauz, to the 
south of the Village of Bonhomme, 
which dominates the range of hills on 
the frontier and has served as an ob- 
servatory for the Germans. 

“In Alsace the station of Burn- 
‘haupt has been occupied and we have 
established ourselves on a line com- 
prising Aspach, the bridge of Aspach 
and Burnbaupt.”

In Belgium there was a rather 
lively artillery fire directed against 
Nieuport, and to the south of Ypres. 
The inundations have extended to the 
south of Dixmude.

There was quiet along the 
entire front from the Somme to the 
Aisne and in Champagne.

KRUPP WORKS BOMBED, 


Amount of Damage Done By Aviator 
Is Not Yet Known. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—A foreign aero- 
neot Wednesday dropped bombs on 
the Krupp factory at Essen, Germany, 
the great plant at which are manu- 
factured the famous German alege 
as well as smalier arms and ammuni- 
tion, according to a despatch received 
yesterday by the Exchange Telegraph 
Co. from The Hague, This message 
quotes a despatct from Berlin to the 
effect that the bombs were dropped 
on the bulidings devoted to the manu- 
facture of cannon. 

It is sald that the alrman escaped 
uninjured, and that the extent of the 
damage has not been ascertained. 

Essen is only 40 miles from the 
Holland frontier aud about 80 from 
the nearest pointfi Belgium. Flying 
from any point occupied by the allied 
armies in northern France or Bel- 
gium, the aviator reported to have 
dropped bombs on the Krupp factor- 
jes had to make a flight of about 176, 
miles to reach Essen. A safe return 
ut would represent a flight of 350 
miles.

All the great native states of India 
have now expressed regret to the 
viceroy that Turkey has joined Ger- 
many in fightirg Britain, under 
whose benign rule the Moslem has 
enjoyed perfect religious freedom.

"hey have now subscribed about 
$950,000 to the Prince of Wales Re-

The Kaiser massed seven strong armies 
in the Western frontier, and was able to beat 
down all opposition for a time. He overran 
Belgium and a considerable portion of North 
Eastern France before General Joffre was able 
to get sufficient strength in the field, and the 
British expeditionary forces came to his aid. 
That was the time of the much heralded but ill- 
starred “dash to Paris.” The Kaiser’s legions 
‘were “dashing” on so long as the Allies were un- 
‘able to bring up their forces, but the moment; 
‘General Joffre’s plans were complete he turned 
a upon the enemy’s legions at the Marne, and 
3 completely smashed their plans for the isolation 
and investment of Paris.

From 
1893 to 1897 he was assistant to the 
director of naval ordnance;-+then in 
1900-02 he was assistant director of 
‘naval -intelligence.. He was appointed 
chief of the staff of the Mediterranean 
fleet In 1905, and held this poat until 
1907. in that year he held the same 
‘post io the Channel fleet, and was 
also A.D.C. to the King.

[It ts estimated that the" Germans 
have now brought 300,000 men, ~in- 
cluding 60,000 cavalry, from the 
western theatre of the war. The 
greater part of them are engaged in 

































































the renewed campaign in East Prus- 
sia. All the dispositions of the Ger- 
man troops brought from France, Bel- 
sium and the home reserves are re- 
garded here as pointing to the su- 
preme political decision of the Kaiser 
and the Berlin Government to wage 
war now for the protection of Ger- 
man territory, and to gradually aban- 
don the dispositions made earlier 
with a determination to maintain a 
campaign of conquest. The align- 
ment of the vast forces now turned 
against Russia is consistent only with 
the aim of preventing an invasion. 

A Russian military expert analyzes 
and interprets the German attempt on 
Warsaw as follows:— 

“Although the German forces are 
more numerous than in thelr former 
advance and they are planning at- 
tacks from several separate direc- 
tions simultaneously, thelr task is 
greater than before on account of the 
vastness of the Russian army which 
is massed to meet them. 

“Gen. Francois of the Eighth Ger- 
man army corps from Osterode and ! 
Soldau is proceeding from East Prus- 
sia southward through Mlawa, Cle- 
chanow and Prrasnysz, on the right 
side of the Vistula, in an attempt to 
push toward Roshan with the evi- 
dent Intention of giving the powerful | 
fortress of Nowo Georglevsk a wide 
berth, The Germans thus hope to out- 
flank the Russfan right wing and 
strike Warsaw from the northeast, 

“Gen, Mackenzen’s German army 
from Thorn meanwhile continues an 
offensive on the left side of the Vis- 
tula through Lowicz, engaging the 
Russian centre and alming to hit 
Warsaw from the west. Another part 
of Field Marshal Hindenberg’s army 
from Sleadz recently engaged Lods 
and Piotrkow, making every effort 
to march through Skileralevice and 
threaten Warsaw from the southwest. 

“Thé Ausirians from the west and 
southwest of Cracow complete the 
German plan by beginning an offen- 
sive in an effort to outflank the Rus- 
sian left, which is besieging Cracow, 
while the other part of the Austrian 
{tect on the north, which ts in con- 





tact with the extreme German right, 
is trying to proceed northeast with 
the object of taking Kielce and Ra- 
dom, These movemerts take the form 
of a widespread fan with Warsaw the 
handle. 

“Except on the north from Clecha- 
now, the movements are not new, the 
Austro-Germans having tried them 
before and failed. 

“According to the Russian authori- 
ties, the ylelding of cities to the en- 
emy does not constitute an important 
war factor, alnce the taking of big 
cities like Lodz, with the attendant 
destruction of life and property fends 
to demoralize the army. Thus, if it is 
of strategic value to evacuate War 
saw, the capture of that city ought 
not to be considerec important.”

BERLIN WORRIED. 


Defeat of Austria By Servians 
Drenches German Hopes. 


LONDON, Dec, 16.—The Austrian 
army In Servia has not recovered 
from the surprise which the Servians 
gave it. Just when they were thought 
to be beaten the Servians turned on 
the invaders and drove them west- 
ward and northward out of Servian 
territory. THe only part of Servia 
remaining in Austrian-bands compris- 
es a small territory, Including the 
towns of Shabats and Losnitza. 

It is now announced on behalf of 
Servia that the previous retreats were 
due to a lack of ammunitfon, and that 
the stores have been replenished by 
captures from the Austrians. 

The little Montenegrin army is al- 
so doing its share, and, according to 
a Cettinje report, has succeeded In 
cutting off part of the Austrian right 
wing, which retreated {nto Bosnia. 

A Copenhagen despatch yesterday 
afternoon declares that news of the 
‘Austrian retreat from Servia created 
a panic in Berlin. y

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How to Launder Fine Nets. 

The best process for washing fine 
nets and lace curtains is to wash 
them in warm water, not too hot, 
and the best soap. To wash them 
in too hot water makes them tender 
and causes the threads to break. 
After washing out the dust in warm 
water soap them and allow them to 
stand for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Then wash them by hand and always 
wring lace curtains carefully through 
the wringer, never by hand. That 
strains them and causes them to 
break in places. Rinsé well in cold 
water, then starch with warm starch, 
If this process does not whiten them, 
scald, but do not boll them. This is 
the best way to wash fine curtains, 
especially ecru colored.

As to the conduct of the war, there can be equally 
little question. Not merely did Germany invade Bel- 
gium, contrary to and in flagrant violation of her own 
solemn treaty obligations, but, having invaded it, she 
comported herself therein in a manner so shocking 
that no civilized human being could think of attempting 
to justify her. She not merely invaded and devastated 
Belgium, but she proceeded to annex as much of it as 
she could set her bloody foot upon. If her very entrance 
-upon its soll was an outrage of the foulest kind, what 
must be thought of her taking possession of it, and her 
treatment of its people? Every day that she continues 
in occupation of its ruined homes, and snatches the 
food from the months of its starving men, women and 
children is a more villlanous crime against the law of 
nations and of nature than her ‘original ruthless inva- 
sion. These are facts aot dificalt for any people, much 
jess enlightened than Americans, to perceive at a glanoe. 

Another outstanding fact which sways intelligent 
American opiaion, perhaps, ewen more than the preced- 
ing, is the tyrannical political system which Germany 
and Austria represeat. Austria, in this respect, is quite 
as bad as Germany. She is perhaps the more despicable 
of the two im that she is the less efficent. Her army is 
@ mere appanage of her aristocratic and autocratic sys- 
tem. It has long been. maintained as a means for pro- 
viding salaries and platcs for worthless and incapable 
scions of decadent nobiity. It is Probably composed

bat, as a whole it has long been little good because of 
ita officers and that for which they stand. The German 
army, on the other hand, although Younded on the same 
principles has deen made what it is by the application 
of science to ambition and brute ferce. Even it is not 
calculated to evoke much admiration from Americans— 
more particularly when it conducts itself as it has done 
during the present war. And then, there is Tarkey. 

These are a few of the simple Outstanding things 
which account for the state of American public opinion 
at this time. Nothing can change it but some inconcely- 
able blunder on the part of the Allies. A German troop- 
er might as well try to lift himself into his saddle by tug- 
ging at his own boot-straps as his country to convince 
Americans or any intelligent neutral nation that she is 
right, or otherwise than foully wrong in the war which 
she precipated so recklessly and has so recklessly waged. 
The “‘feartal“saints” of the British and American press 
may cease from troubling. The days are long past when 
American public opinion could be “made in Germany.”

An Unusual Procecding Now Cut 
Customary Centuries Ago 


fortanately it is nct usual for ao 
etvilized enemy to burn and sack a 
town as th> Germans d2stroyod Lou 
vain. 

In the past, howaver, !t was r-g374- 
4 as a legitimate mothod cf war‘ar- 
pod many British towns on the so.t. 
coast suffered fn this way. Thst most 
picturesque of Sussex towns, Rye, 
@wice suffercd this fate, being de- 
atroyed by the Frerca fa i277 and 
Adis, 

Perhaps the West of Dagland su!- 
Bered most from these raids, fcr the 
stardy sons of Devon and Cornwall 
‘were cohtinually at war with the 
e©ountry’s enemies, even in times 2! 
peace, and Spain did not easily forg-t 
Drake. 

Dartmouth was twice plund+re’ by 
the French, and Teignmouth su‘ferei 
fm the same way more than once. In 
the reign of Edward IIL the French 
made a sudden raid, and later, when 
@eanes II. thought to come back, the 
Wrench Admiral Tourville came with 2 

to Torbay. 

However, as his reception did not 
seem promising, he hurriedly Jandc? 
9,709 men at .Telgnmouth, made bon- 
fires of property in the strects, and 
burned and plundered the town g-n-‘r. 
ally,

The Fran¢o-Moroccan treaty of 
1912 instituted a French protectorate 
over Morocco with a'French resident 
general who exercises civil and mili- 
tary powers under the sovereignty 
of the Sultan, at its head, The treaty 
proclaimed the religious freedom of 
the people and gave France the right 
for the maintenance of order to en- 
ter into military occupation of any 
points. 

Previously France and Germany

LONDON, Dec. 19.—A British pro- 
tectorate over Egypt “was formally 
proclaimed yesterday and Prince Hus- 
sein Kemal has been appointed, sul- 
tan and has accepted that’ position. 
Prince Hussein is an ‘unéle of: Abbas 
Hilmi, until now khedive. The French 
Government has recognized the Brit- 
ish protectorate over this country, in 
which France formerly had such im- 
portant Interests, and in return the 
British Government has given notice 
that it adheres to the Franco-Moorish 
treaty of 1912, which, following the 


Agadir affair, gaye France a protec- 


torate over Morocao. oon 
In e letter addressed to Prince 
Hussein on his. appointment as the 
British acting high commissioner for 
Egypt, Milne Cheetham, details the 
efforts which he says Britain made to 
avoid war with Turkey, and which 
were frustrated by the war party and 
the Ottoman Cabinet, ‘Mr. Cheetham 
states that there is ample evidence 
that Abbas Hilmi had thrown in his 
lot with the enemies of Great Britain, 
with the result “that the rights over 
the Egyptian executive by the Sultan 
of Turkey and the late khedive are 
forfeited,” 5 
In inviting Prince Hussein to accept 
the office as ‘the prince of the family 
of Mobemet All Most worthy to occu- 
py the khedival position with the ti- 
tle and style of Sultan of Egypt.” 
Mr. Cheetham announces that Great 
Britain accepts all the responsibilities 
for the defence of the territories un-

As we un- 
derstand the Scriptdres, the turmoil 
is only beginning—most of the wail- 
ing and gnashing of teeth, most of 
the anguish and despair, suffering, 
sorrow.and devastation, are ahead of 
us.

With every 
reason for prosperity the wheela of 
commerce are slow. The explanation 
given is loss of confidence—grit; but 
not so, _ The world’s financiers and 
merchant princes are as courageous as 
ever, but they have met with new 
conditions. The wealth of the world, 
once represented in money, is now 
represented In collateral, stocks and 
bonds, The war has made a demand 
for gold, unsettling values of colla- 
terals. 

Gold is disappearing — becoming 
more valuable hourly. In the same 
Proportion collaterals, stocks and 
bonds, become less valuable hourly; 
because of their plethora they are a 
drug op the financial market, The 
great insurance companies, the banks 
and all wealthy people have their re- 
serve inveatments in these ‘‘securi- 
ties.” Additionally, the heavy losses 
of ilfe {In this war will be a serious 
finanical blow to insurance compan- 
fes. It is reasonably estimated that 
the fall of British bonds to one-half 
par has already made insolvent all 
the Insurance companies of Great 
Britain. What must we expect as the 
war progresses toward anarchy? 

As with every war, pestilential dis- 
eases must be expected, while’ inter- 
ference with agriculture threatens 
famine in various parts. This is not 
an over-drawn picture, but a sober 
look behind the scenes. 

“Hope thou in God!” In the midst 
of all these tribulations the world

Peace!” ser- 
mons of even a year ago seem Jaugh- 
ably foolish to-day. The great and the 
wise deserted the Bible as a foolish 
old book gotten up by those who were 
fnerely emerging from monkey condi- 
tion, They must yet learn the lesson 
recorded twenty-five centuries ago;

“Mountain sickness .. and,,; balloon 
sickness: are, of wel] known 
Gisorders, though their scientific ex- 
planation {is not settled beyond dis- 
pote. Alr cickness is, in essentials, 
the same disorder, though it appears 
at a lower altitude than mountain 
sickness. This ie what: might be ex- 
pected, since the aviator ascends s0 
much more rapidly than the moun- 
taloeer. Curiously,,enough, alr sick- 
neas seems to affect aviators'at lower 
Jovels than when balloon ascents are 
made. The leading features of air 
sickness are stated to be giddiness, 
headache and somnolence, the latter 
supervening cfter landing, and some- 
j mes after a considerable interval. 
‘Actual nausea is seldom troublesome. 

“Mr, Alder, who is the author of 

a chapter on this subject, attributes 

air sickness to want of oxygen in the 

rarefied atmosphere of the upper air. 

The remedy is therefore simple, if 

this hypothesis is correct—namely, to 

carry oxygen cylinders and to inhale 
gas when very high flying is being - 
attempted.”

BATTERY AT FRONT? 


Montreal Gunner Reported Wounded 
Accident Says Hughes. 

OTTAWA, Dec. 28.—A laconic an- 
nouncement issued by the Militia De- 
partment raises the question as to 
whether the Canadian heavy battery 
and ammunition column is at the 
front. The announcement states that 
on Dec. 26 Gunner Bissonnette of 
the heavy battery and ammunition 
column of the Canadian Expedition- 
ary Force was seriously ill.

SELECTING TREES 


Nursery Grown Stock Usually Pre 
ferable For Transplanting 





In nearly all cases it will pay to 
Procure good nursery-grown trees. 
They have two distinct advantages 
over treea dug up from the fields or 
woods. In the first place they gener- 
ally have a larger number of feeedin- 
roots, enabling them to withstan¢ 
the transplanting process better, anc 
they are better able also to withstand 
heat and light conditions which pre- 
vail in towns and cities, young trees 
growing in woods generally being 
weakened by the shade of surround- 
ing trees. 

The question of the size of the tree 
is of some importance. Greater. suc- 
cess is possible when small or medium- 
size trees are used. A large-sized tree 
requires more attention after it is 
planted, to tide it over the critical 
period following transplanting. Elms 
and maples are generally procurabie 
in larger sizes, and are more likely 
to succeed than most other varieties. 

For wide streets, avenues, or boule- 
vards, trees’ of the type of the elm 
which is remarkable for its yase-like 
and graceful form, are more suitable 
than compact round-headed trees, 
of the type of the Norway maple. 

Trees of the type of the Slivcr 
maple or even the Carolina poplar 
should not be selected except fer 
some special purpose. The wood of 
such trees is soft and brittle, and 
limbs are easily broken off in sle+t 
or wind storms. The risk of damage 
to HMfe and property at such times 
must be considered in selecting such 
trees.

DIVORCE IN NEW BRUNSWICK 


Eastern Province Can Deal With 
Cases Independently of Government 








Recently a number of applications 
for divorce in NewBrunswick were 
disposed of by the Judge of the Dt- 
vorce Court of that Province. Such 
‘cases may come up there at any time, 
and as a matter of; fact they do oc- 
cur with considerable frequency, says 
The Toronto Globe. There is no 
divorce court in elther Ontario or 
Quebec, and all applications for 
divorce in either of these Provinces 
must be made to the Dominion Par- 
Mament, which can grant relief only 
by enacting a private statute dealing 
with an individual case. 

The explanation of this anomalous 
state of affairs is that New Bruns- 
wick had a divorce court in operation 
before she became part of the Domin- 
fon of Canada in 1867. In the British 
North America Act it was provided 
that “all laws in~force“in Canada, 
Nova Scotia, or New Drunswick at 
the union, and all ‘courts of civil and 
criminal jurisdiction, and all legal 
commissions, powers, and authorities, 
and all offices, judicial, administrative, 
and Ministerial, existing therein at 


the unlon, shall continue in Ontarlo, | 


Quebec, Nova Scotia, and New Bruna- 
wick, respectively, as if the unfon 
had not deen made." Provision was 
made also for the repeal of such laws 
and tho abolition or alteration of such 
courts by olther the Dominion Par 
Mament or . Provincial Legislature.

Lom je and northeast of Nieu- 
port, while the allies occupying : St.
